Evenings  were  spent  observing  study  hours  in  preparation  for  the  next  day's 
many  exams  or  sketching  the  latest  drawing  in  our  Anatomy  notebooks.  We  soon 
learned  the  pertinent  value  of  correlating  theory  and  clinical  practice.  Nevertheless 
we  still  found  time  for  strolling  down  Michigan  Avenue  and  taking  in  the  latest  loop 
movies.  Our  social  life  in  "Stickney"  was  further  enhanced  with  evenings  spent  in 
playing  bridge  while  munching  on  some  goodies  that  Mom  had  sent.  But  all  too  soon 
came  that  dreaded  week  of  final  examinations  and  the  faculty  meeting  which  decided 
whether  or  not  we  were  to  make  nursing  our  career.  Gloom  vanished  when  we 
proudly  made  our  first  St.  Luke's  organdy  cap  for  our  Capping  Exercises  held  in 
Grace  Chapel  on  June  28,  1945.

There  we  were,  slaving  over  a  hot  stove  -baking  potatoes, 
souffles,  and  custards — while  over  in  that  well-remembered  corner  a  buddy 
was  whipping  up  a  thick  malted  milk  to  be  sampled  by  all  while  the  you 
know  whos"  were  out.  Mentioning  the  word  "diabetic  brings  to  mind 
measuring,  weighing,  pouring,  wrapping,  checking,  and  make-ups.  The 
culinary  atmosphere  was  enriched  with  the  personages  of  Frank,  the  Shake- 
spearean dishwasher,  Florence,  the  salad  chef,  and  Art,  the  C.D.K.  gourmet. 
After  six  weeks  of  delving  into  the  art  of  cooking,  may  we  recommend  a 
tasty  after-theatre  snack  consisting  of  pureed  prunes  and  a  hot  cup  of 
glucose  tea.

Room  on  duty  time  seemed 
unnatura  but  fun  and  also  gave  us  an  opportunity  to  use  our  power  of  psycho-analysis  between 
hands.
